ALSO  COOPERATES  Wl  TH  THE  AMERICAN  STANDARDS  ASSOC  I:  AT  I ON  IN  THE  DEVELOPMENT 
OF  IMPROVED  PLUMBING  REQUIREMENTS  AND  STANDARDS.

ADVANCES  IN  THE  ART  AND  WHAT  SUBJECTS  ARE  MOST  ACTIVELY  UNDERGOING  CHANGE.

THOSE  TO  WHOM  THE  QUESTIONNAIRES  WERE  SENT  WERE  ASKED  TO  GIVE  THE  YEAR 
"HEN  THE  CODE  MOW  IN  USE  WAS  ADOPTED  OR  REVISED  THROUGHOUT.  MINOR  AMENDMENTS 

take  place  frequently  in  codes  but  they  have  not  been  considered  to  change  the 
date  of  the  code  itself  for  the  purpose  of  this  tabulation.  It  should  be 

NOTED  THAT  RATHER  FREQUENTLY  THE  DATE  GIVEN  ON  A CODE  IS  THE  DATE  OF  PRINTING, 

rather  than  the  date  of  adoption  as  given  in  this  tabulation,  the  age  of  a 
code  is  some  indication  OF  HOW  far  it  has  fallen  behind  new  developments, 

BUT  FREQUENT  MINOR  REVISIONS  may  HAVE  KEPT  IT  FAIRLY  UP  TO  DATE  EVEN  THOUGH 
A GENERAL  OVERHAULING  MAY  NOT  HAVE  TAKEN  PLACE  FOR  A NUM8ER  OF  YEARS.  ONLY 
CLOSE  INSPECTION  CAN  DETERMINE  THIS. 

Based  on  the  reported  last  date  of  adoption  or  complete  revision,  204 
CODES  ARE  20  OR  MORE  YEARS  OLD?  1 30  ARE  FROM  15  TO  20  YEARS  OLD;  200  ARE  FROM 
10  TO  15;  423  ARE  FROM  5 TO  1 0;  AND  347  ARE  LESS  THAN  5 YEARS  IN  AGE.  In 
ADDITION  THERE  ARE  326  MUNICIPALITIES  THAT  REPORT  THEY  HAVE  NO  LOCAL  PLUMBING 
CODE.  THIS  DOES  NOT  NECESSARILY  mean  THAT  PLUMBING  IS  UNRESTRICTED,  AS  THERE 
ARE  A NUMBER  OF  CASES  WHERE  STATE  LAWS  APPLY.  SOME  CITIES  REPORTING  THE  USE 
OF  A STATE  CODE  MIGHT  BE  ADDED  TO  THE  NUMBER  REPORTING  NONE,  ON  THE  GROUND 
THAT  THERE  IS  NO  LOCAL  CODE  IN  EFFECT.  TH I S HAS  NOT  BEEN  DONE  BECAUSE  IN 

some  States  cities  have  formally  adopted  State  codes,  thus  making  them  their 

OWN,  WHILE  IN  OTHERS  THE  STATE  CODE  APPLI ES  ALTHOUGH  NOT  LOCALLY  ADOPTED. 

A LATER  PUBLICATION  WILL  DISCUSS  THE  SITUATION  WITH  RESPECT  TO  STATE  CODES 
IN  DETAIL.  SOME  MUNICIPALITIES  HAVE  MISCELLANEOUS  ORDINANCES  AFFECTING  PLUMB- 
ING, AND  THERE  ARE  NUMEROUS  CASES  OF  REQUIRED  REGISTRATION  OF  PLUMBERS  EVEN 
WHEN  NO  FURTHER  REQUIREMENTS  ARE  REPORTED. 

REVISION  OF  CODES 

THE  QUESTION  IN  THIS  CASE  WAS  WHETHER  WORK  WAS  ACTIVELY  UNDER  WAY  ON  A 
FAIRLY  COMPLETE  REVISION.  SOME  CASES  HAVE,  HOWEVER,  BEEN  RECORDED  WHERE 
AMENDMENTS  NOT  OF  MAJOR  CHARACTER  BUT  OF  CONSIDERABLE  GENERAL  INTEREST  HAVE 
BEEN  REPORTED. 

IN  ORDER  TO  ESTABLISH  WHAT  SUBJECTS  WERE  REQUIRING  MOST  ATTENTION  IN  RE- 
VISION WORK,  A QUESTION  WAS  ASKED  AS  TO  THE  PRINCIPAL  CHANGES  MADE  IN  REVISION 
NOW  GOING  ON  OR  RECENTLY  COMPLETED.  ThE  MOST  PRACTICABLE  METHOD  OF  INDICATING 
THESE  SUBJECTS  IN  THIS  TABULATION,  APPEARED  TO  3E  TO  GIVE  THEM  AN  IDENTIFYING 
NUMBER  AND  THEN  EXPLAIN  THE  NUMBERING  ELSEWHERE.  ACCORDINGLY,  EACH  MAJOR 
SUBJECT  HAS  BEEN  ASSIGNED  A PARTICULAR  NUMBER  AND  A KEY  TO  THIS  SYSTEM  WILL  BE 
FOUND  ON  THE  LAST  PAGE.  IN  154  CASES  SUCH  REVISION  WAS  INDICATED  AS  IN  PROCESS 
WHILE  II  OTHERS  REPORTED  THE  DRAFTING  OF  A NEW  CODE  AND  25  REPORTED  THAT 
REVISION  OR  DRAFTING  WAS  CONTEMPLATED.

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Enforcement  of  CODES 

MUCH  INTEREST  HAS  BEEN  SHOWN  IN  THE  QUESTION  OF  WHAT  LOCAL  DEPARTMENT  IS 
CHARGED  WITH  THE  RESPONSIBILITY  OF  ADMINISTERING  THE  LOCAL  PLUMBING  CODE. 
OPINION  IS  DIVIDED  AS  TO  WHETHER  THE  SUBJECT  COMES  PROPERLY  UNDER  THE  JURIS- 
DICTION OF  THE  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT,  THE  BUILDING  DEPARTMENT,  OR  SOME  OTHER 
AGENCY.  THE  SURVEY  DOES  NOT  FURNISH  A CLEAR  ANSWER  AS  TO  THE  PROPORTION 
OF  CITIES  CHOOSING  VARIOUS  METHODS.  REFERENCE  TO  THE  COLUMN  IN  WHICH  REPLIES 
ARE  SUMMARIZED  WILL  REVEAL  A GREAT  VARIETY  OF  DEPARTMENT  NAMES.  THIS  MAKES  IT 
DIFFICULT  TO  CLASSIFY  ALL  CITIES  DEFINITELY.
